Demand for Heavy Engines. 


At no time in history of railroads have 


the efforts to improve the work of engines 
received more attention than at the pres- 
er* 
Mechanics are attempting to de- 


teiiiune the most perfect combinations 
of speed and strength, and at the same 
time economize in the use of fuel. Each 
year the standard of locomotives in this 
country is raised higher, and the engines 
of the present time are a great improve- 
ment on those of even ten years ago. 


Some master mechanics are of the 


opinion that the heaviest locomotive now 
built is as heavy as it is practicable to 
build one, while others predict that still 
heavier passenger and freight engines 
will bu built and the roadbed of the 
country so improved as to admit of high 
speed with safety, even if an engine 
weighs one-third more than the ten 
wheel passenger engines now in use. 
What the future of mechanism will bring 
forth to increase the speed and power of 
engines is a problem of interest to others 
than mechanics.—New York Telegram.

STATE K1ECTION3 TO-DATT- ' 


Elections will bo held in cloven States 


to-day. Iowa, Massachusetts, Maryland, 
New York and Ohio will each elect a 
Governor and other SUte officers nni.1 
members of the Legislature. Mississippi 
will elect three Railroad Commissioners 
mill a Legislature; New Jcr.-tey will elect 
a part of the Senate c.r.d Assembly; Ne- 
braska will elect a Governor, a Justice of 
the Supreme Court and two Regents of 
tbo State University; Pennsylvania will 
elect a Treasurer and Auditor General 
and delegates to a constitutional conven- 
tion, if a majority favor such convention, 
and Colorado will elect a Judge of the 
Supreme.Court. 


There are only four, or at most five, 


of these States to which much political 
signiticancs is attached. These are Iowa, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska, New York and 
Ohio. Each and all of those States were 
carried by .Harrison, and four of them 
have Democratic] Governors who were 
elected by small pluralities, one of tbem 
— New York -having chosen Republican 
electors and a Democratic Governor at 
the same election. 


Both parties claim New York by 


20,000 majority, but as the vote of the 
State is about 1,300,000 a change of one 
vote in five thousand will materially 
affect results. 


In Ohio, where the whole vote is about 


three-quarters of a million, the Republi- 
cans claim; the State by at least 23,000 
majority. 
Campbell, the present Gov- 


ernor of the State, was elected in 1889 by 
10,872 plurality over Foraker out of a 
total vote of 775,521, of which Helwig 
(Prohibitionist) 
received 
20,504, and 


1,243 were scattering. Hamilton county, j 
iu which the city of Cincinnati is situ- 
ated, gave Campbell in 1880 n majority 
of nearly 7,000, but it is thought, in con- 
sequence of the active pni t which ho took 
in breaking up thieving rings iu that 
city, that it will to-day give a majority 
against him, 


Iowa in 1880 elected Boies (Demo- 


crat) Governor by a plurality of 0,533 
out of a total vote of 300,073, of which 
6,933 were scattering. 
Boies is now a 


candidate for re-election, but -whh what 
success the vote to-day, •which it is be- 
lieved will bo close, will decide. 


In Massachusetts, Governors nnd other 


State officers are elected annually. Rus- 
sell (Democrat), who is now a candidate 
for re-election, had a plurality of 9,063 a 
year ago out of a total rote of 385,530, of 
which Blackmar (Prohibitionist) received 
13,554. 


In Nebraska iu 1890 there were throe 


candidates in the field for Governor. 
Boyd (Democrat) received 71,331 votes; 
Powers 
(Farmers' Alliance) 
received 


70,187 votes, and Richards (Republican) 
received 68,878 votes. 
In consequence 


of some irregularity iu the naturalization 
papers 
of 
Boyd'a 
father, Governor 


Thayer held that Boyd was not a citizen 
and refused to surrender the office- to 
him. Tho matter was taken to the courts 
and has not yet been finally decided, and 
Thayer still holds the office of Governor. 
Candidates were nominated for Governor 
to be voted for to-day. 


Ths result of the elections in Iowa, 


New York and Ohio are 
anxiously 


awaited by politicians, as large majori- 
ties for eitlr.T party iu those States will 
indicate how they will vote in tho Picsi- 
dential election next year. 


ones rewarded by giving them opportu- 
nity to make homes where they could 
live iu comparative, comfort when their 
sentences expire. 
There are 'at least

can bo utilized in reclaiming the wilder- 
ness. 
Recent explorations prove that 


there are millions of acres of land in 
Alaska that can be made productive. 
Convict labor might be employed udvan- 
tagcously iu building a railroad from 
the coast to those lands and opportunity 
given the deserving ones to settle upon 
and reclaim thosa lands. It is evident 
that prison labor will not bo permitted to 
compete with free labor iu auy of the 
States, and no political party iu any of 
the older States dare advocate the letting 
of such labor by contract ns it would 
array tho workingraan of tho country 
against it. 
Under such circumstances 


some now method of utilizing pilson 
labor must be devised, and the only fens 
iblo one yel suggested is the colonization 
scheme.

CONVICT LABUK. 


In Tennessee, as iu several other States, 


convict labor is leased to contractors at 
a stated price per head. The contractors 
employed the convicts in coal and iron 
mines. 
This incensed the free miners 


and caused considerable trouble on sev- 
eral occasions. 
Some months ago the 


free miners protested against the employ- 
ment of convict labor in tho mines, and 
for a while defied tho authorities. 
At 


one time they disarmed a company of 
militia, tho members of which were 
doubtless in sympathy with them, and it 
was only upon promise of the Governor 
that he would convene the Legislature 13 
cxrta session to annul, if possible, the 
contracts for convict labor, that order 
was restored. 


Last Friday uiglit the free miuers lib- 


erated about one huaderd and fifty con- 
victs at Briceville uud burned lliu stock- 
nde. 
Another party of miners liberated 


more convicts at Cumbria, anil u third 
party set at tiberly"nbout two hundred 
convicts at Oliver Springs, making ubout 
five hundred in all that are now at large. 
The convicts wcro supplied with citizen's 
clothes, and as uo resistance was made 
by tho prison guards there was DO vio- 
lence and no lives were lost, though the 
stockades in which the prisoners were 
confined were all burned. 


As there is a strong prejudice ngainst 


convict labor wherever it comes in com- 
petition with free labor, and the several 
States cannot well afford to maintain 
prisoners in idleness, some method ought 
to be devised for giving them employ- 
ment and making their labor productive. 
It has been suggested that n penal colony 
be established in Alaska where convicts 
could be employed, and the industrious 


gresumen will be chosen iu the State elec- 
tions to-morrow. Tiuee ol tho former in- 
eumbenta were Bepublicans and three 
Democrats. Four of the vacancies are in 
New York State. 
Three of them are Dem- 


ocrats. The one in Michigan aod the on» 
in South Dakota are both Republicans.

Ex-Speaksr Heed, Crisp, Cannon and Mc- 
Millan disoussod the issues. Four com- 
plete State tickets ure in the field for Gov- 
ernor. James B. Campbell, the present 
incumbent, ia Ihe Democratic candidate; 
Wro. McKinley, Jr., the Republican; John 
Seitz. the Peoples; acd John Ashenhurst 
the Prohibition candidate. 


The Democrats denounced the demone- 


tization of silver in 1873; demanded the 
reinstatement of the constitutional stan- 
dard of both gold and silver, with equal 
right to each, to free and unlimited coin- 
age. 


The Pronibilionists demanded n circu- 


lating medium of gold, silver nnd paper. 
The People's p.irty demanded that full le- 
gal tender treasury notes be issued in suf- 
ficient volume to conduct the busiooss of 
the country on a cash basis, and favored 
government loftoa directly to the people at 
a rate o£ interest not to exceed two per 
cent., and unlimited coinage of silver. As 
far as appearances go the fight will not be 
seriously influenced by the Peoples' and 
Prohibitionists parties. The Republicans 
assert with confidence a victory for Mo- 
Kinley, but the Democrats claim they will 
«lect Campbell and tbe Legislature. Tue 
uncertainties are the effect of tbe Austral- 
ian ballot law, the strength of the Peoples' 
party, and the conclasions which the Ohio 
farmers and rural growers may have ar- 
rived at on the tariff and financial ques- 
tions.

cure the Fair for New York. Both parties 
profess confidence of victory. 


To disprove the long asserted unfriendli- 


ness between Governor Hill and Grover 
Cleveland, thpSB two fltatesinen have been 
called upou to speak from the sunjti plat- 
form and responded, giving no evidence of 
cordiality. 


Ex-Senator Platt predicts a nmjority of 


17,000 for Fassett. Other prominent lead- 
ers make predictions of from 5,000 to 20,- 
000. The Democratic leaders are even 
more confident, and predict Flower's elec- 
tion by a plurality of from 12,000 to 60,000. 


The Senate and Assembly are also to be 


elected and both parties are making a fierce 
fight for control. 
To win the Senate 


the Democrats mutt make a net gain of 
three. 
A Democratic victory would bo in- 


complete without a Democratic Senate to 
confirm the appointments made by a Gov- 
ernor as a Republican majority hue for 
years refused to confirm Democratic nomi- 
nations now filled by Republicans whose 
terms expired years ago. 
But the pros- 


pects are not flattering for a change in the 
political majority in the Senate. The As- 
Hooiblj is now in favor of the Democrats 
and they expect *o retain control of this 
brunch.

flictea. Chili must disprove the official 
report on which the demands are based, or 
failing to do this, either yield to the de- 
mands cited or risk the event of war with 
the United States. 
Pi operations have 


been made which would give the American 
fleet now in, or proceeding to Chilian 
waters the necessarv means oi attack, pro- 
vided that—which is very unlikely—the 
Chilian Government should refuse to honor 
American demands. 


Patrick Egan, United States Minister in 


Chili, is the man who has presented these 
demands. Bis appointment to office was 
made in March, 1889. He has had an un- 
comfortable time on account of the civil 
war in Chili and bos been the object of con- 
siderable abase by the newspaper?. 


It is probable that our difficulty with 


Chili will have been fully cleared up be- 
fore that,'Minister Egan will have the op- 
portunity to show whether or not he was 
friendly to an impolitic degree with the 
Balmaoeda administration, and therefore 
an object of dislike to tho men who by suc- 
cessful war overturned it. 


Mr. Egan is an Irishman by birth, a na- 


tive of County Longford, where be first 
•aw the light in 1841. His father was a 
farmer at Ballymahon before the troublous 
times between 1840 and 1819 compelled 
him to give up agriculture and remove to 
Dublin for the chance of making a living. 
In that city young Patrick received his ed- 
eation from the Christian Brothers. 
He 


took great interest in politics from a child, 
and was one of the first Home Rulers and 
an early member of the council at the head 
of the organization. Foremost among the 
founders of the Land League, he was ap- 
pointed its treasurer, an office which he re- 
signed in 1882. 
Owing to political difficul- 


ties at home ho lived in France during the 
last two years of his treasnrership, 
Egan 


came to thf> United States in 1883 and set- 
tled in Lincoln, Nebraska, where he started 
ft branch of the business in Dublin in which 
he had an interest, that of dealing in grain. 
He was chosen President of the Irish Na- 
tional Convention held in Boston, in Au- 
gust, 1884. The same year, one year after 
he applied for his first naturalization pa- 
pers, he published a letter advocating the 
election of Mr. Blaino BB President of the 
United States 
His appointment as Min- 


ister to Chili is regarded as a recognition 
by the party in power of the very consid- 
erable support given to the Republican 
ticket in 1888 by the Irish-Americans.

Tlie French National Printing Works, 
The French national printing works 


date from the year 1640, and owe their 
origin to Louis XIII, who established 
them under the title Imprimerio royale. 
The works were suppressed at the begin- 
ning of the revolution and reorganized 
in the Year II. The state printing office 
has had many homes. It is now in the 
former abode of the princely house of 
Rohan, in the Rue Vieille du Temple, 
which still retains traces of its former 
splendor. 


Besides executing all the printing of 


the ministries and other public bodies, 
the presses of the Imprimerie nationals 
are at the service of all private individ- 
uals who require in their works types 
impossible to procure elsewhere. The 
collection at the Hotel de Rohan is 
unique and contains 200 varieties. It 
would almost satisfy the archdeacon of 
the story whose sermons could not be 
printed because the printer had only one 
ton of parentheses in stock.—London 
News.
